MOVE TO ANGEL ISLAND

The Chinese community did not 
share the enthusiasm of the au- 
thorities. The Chinese Six Com- 
panies and the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce protested to the 
U.S. government through the Chi- 
nese legation and also directly to

Labor，claiming that the location 
Was too remote and inconvenient. 
Witnesses would have to waste an 
entire day for a few minutes of 
testimony and interrogation. Also 
at times the bozc ride to the island 
would be hazardous because of 
storm or fog. There was even Some 
talk of renewal of the 1905 boy- 
cott. (In 1905 the Chinese in 
China and abroad launched a boy- 
cott against U.3. goods to protest

Of 
course，the _ authorities also 
thought that this remote location 
Would make it more difficult for 
Chinese to pass on coaching infor- 
mation to the detainees.

At 9 am. January 22, 1910,101 
Chinese confined iD the Pacific 
Mail Co. shed were transferred to 
Angel Island，thus closing a chap- 
ter in the history of Chinese immi- 
gration to America. The authorita- 
ive Chzinese 丈 orild of San Fran- 
cisco made this comment: 

“了 Ever since the establishment of 
this wooden shed at the wharf, the 
mistreatment received by us Chi- 
nese Gonfined there Was Worse 
than for jailed prisoners. The walls 
Were covered with poems (exXpress- 
ing our feelings); traces of tears 
Soaked the floor. There were even 
those who could not stand the 
cruel abuse and took their own 
lives. 了 he ropes they used to hang 
themselves can still be seen. Those 
seeing this cannot help but feel ag- 
grieved and gnash their teeth 、in 
anger. Now the Chinese have been 
moved from this wooden shed. 
From now on we wili be confined 
on a barren island by the sea- 
shore. 

These words undoubtedlyechoed 
the sentiments of the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the Chinese in 
America. 


SCANDALS 

The earlier years of the station 
were marred,by exposure of scan- 
dals. he roots of this Situation 
lay in the exclusion laws.， The 
legislation ， discriminated against 
one particular eth:iic group，the 
Chinese.The Chinese，in turn， 
naturally considered these laws

RACIST REMARKS 


“Taxpayers should not and cannot afford to spend this kind of 
money teaching people English...” 


“We are making cripples of these people..…” 


“First we allow too many immigrants to this country, now we 
pay them to learn English; the next thing, they will be taking 
Our jobs...” 


These are the words uttered by Supervisors John Barba- 
gelata and Peter Iamaras at a meeting in which the proposal 
to offer immigrants English training was sent back to the 
committee. (See page 3, this issue) 

Weare appalled at these racist and cruel remarks. 

The Supervisors owe all the newcomers an apology and 
should take appropriate actions to revive the proposal. 

Otherwise, Chinese Americans with a sense of conscience 
should remember these words when these Supervisors come 
around to seek votes for re-election in the near future. 
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unjust and oppressive and could 
not see any reason Why they 
should obey. They soon devised 
numerous ingenious schemes to 


"evade immigration regulations. 


Many came as nominal members 
of the exempted classes (under the 
law，five classes of Chinese were 
exempted from exclusion: offi- 
cials，Imerchantfs，students，teach- 
ers and temporary visitors). DOthers 
claimed U.S9._ citizenship by birth 
and later，also _ derivative _citizen- 
ship as children or grandchildqren 
of citizens. 

Many of these claims were false. 
Applicants for admission and wit- 
nesses Were coached thoroughly so 
that their testimonies to immigra- 
tion interrogators would be con- 
sistent. As would be expected,，in- 
justice bred corruption. The Chi- 
nese found that workers on the 
island could be persuaded to 
smuggle in supplementary coach- 


ng information. But even better， 


immigration inspectors and inter- 
preters willingly accepted bribes 
to trender favorable decisions and 
interpretations. This situation had 
existed since the early years of the 
exclusion laws,and did not change 
with the moving of the facilities. 

A few months after the opening 
of the Angel Island station，inves- 
tigations led to the suspension of 
the Immigration Commissioner. A 
few yeatrs later in 1917，another 
scandal broke loose as investiga- 
tors uncovered a graftring.Twenty- 
生 ve immjigration officers were dis- 
missed，transferred，or forced to 
resign. Several were indicted and 
convVicted. 

After this there were no _ major 
scandals，but the discriminatory 
immigration laws breeding the 
phenomena were unchanged. Thus 
it Was an Open secret that “gifts2” 
to interpreters and smuggling of 
coaching papers continued to be 
the moadrs Operanzadi but perhaps 
practiced with greater finesse. 


FIRETRAPS . 

The Angel Island facilities were 
poorly designed. The wooden 
structures deteriorated rapidly in 
the salt-laden foggy atmosphere of 
San Francisco Bay. Moreover, oper- 
ating costs of the station were high 
as all essentials had to be shipped 
from the mainland. 

Soon after opening，the authori- 
ties already had second thoughts 
aboutthe station. They considered

the buildings to be firetraps. In 
1920 Immigration Commaissioner 
White urged relocation to the city. 
Again in 1922 Commissioner-gen- 
eral Husband declared the facilities 
filthy and unfit for habitation. 
“..。 .The plant has practically no- 
thing to commend it. It is made of 
a_ conglomeration” of ramshackle 
buildings which are nothing but 
fire traps. They are illy arranged 
and inconvenient. The sanitary _ ar- 
rangements are awful. If a private 
indqividual had such an establish- 
ment he would be arrested by the 
local health authorities. The whole 
place is . . . not worth spending 
any money on. . .2 

He suggested removal to the 
city. An economy-minded -admin- 
istration tabled the proposal but 
the question was to be revived 
time and again . 

However，while bureaucrats de- 
bated and made recommendations， 
tens of thousands of Chinese jim- 
migrants continued to arrive and 
be _ confined in these same Sub- 
standard firetraps_ for two more 
decades. It was notuntil 1940 that 
the government finally abandoned 
use of the insular immigration sta- 
tion. The exodus was hastened by 
a _ fire_ destroying the administra- 
tion building.

The demonstration w 记 take 
place one hour before a meeting 
between Asian American 工 aw 
Students Association (AALSA) 
members and the faeulty， It is 
expected that the faculty w 记 
make a final ruling that after- 
noon . 

”FORAN 

An aid to Assemblyperson John 
Foran said that if the faculty votes 
to _curtail the Asian American 
special admissions program，then 
Foran will seek ways to combat 
the measure through budget con- 
trol，legislative action，oOT possible 
Special scholarships. 

Foran .is chairperson of the 
Assembly's Ways and Means 
Committee， which controls the 
budget for the law school, 

Accoiding to the faculty 
committee report，Chinese and
